In 
tuf baitle Captain John Linn, a youig 
American from Jaclisonyille, Pla., who 
landed in Cuba with the second expedi- 
tion caniod by the Three Friends, com- 
manded a dynamite gun in General 
OinUl^ pommand, and with this terri- 
ble weapon literally mowed down the 
Spanish. 

The Spanish government officials lay 
the blame of the Spanish defeat to the 
work of this gun, which Captain Linn 
had placed in position to command ade- 
iiie through which the Spaniards had to 

EM. In this battle 47 Spaniards are 
own to haive been kUM and more 
than 100 wonnded hiiV* iMtti tamight 
into Havana. 

One of tlie most disastrous enga«e- 
menta of the present campaign for the 
Spanish was the battle of Valdez Hill, 
heo^ Yagnajaj, in which the Spanish 
force under Ck>loneI Ooses was slangh- 
tered by the hundreds with machetes in 
the hands of the infuriated Cubans. No 
quarter was given. The Spanish caval- 
ry was cut down, horses and men being 
piled together and hacked to pieces. 

The Cubans were lying in ambush 
under command of Brigadier Qeatni 
Torercs and Gonzales, and the Spanish 
column commanded by Colonel Oosee 
fell into the trap without warning. The 
SnWiisb loss in this battle was over 400, 
tSSSigh. reported by Weyler to be a 
dosen killed and 68 wooftd^ The 
Onhans had BO men killed and Mmany 
I wounded.

DESTITUTION IN LOUISIANA. 

Four Thousand In One Parish Alone Are 
In Want of rood. 

Sr. LOCM, Feb. 87.— Mr. J. T. Cold- 
well of daibome parish. La., is in this 
city trying to secure aid for the drouth 
stricken people in his parish. 

"In Claiborne parish, which is niy 
home," be said, "there are about 12,000 
inhaUtants. They are nearly all farm- 
en, there being no cities in tho parish. 
Of these lt,000, a ooassrvattTe estimate 
would place the number of destitute 
persons at about 4,000. They are both 
black and white and have come to this 
condition through no fault of their 
own. 

"The poorer classes have now abso- 
lutely nothing to Uve ou. The state of 
Louisiana gave |86,000 for the assistance 
of the district, but this was mostly ex- 
pended in freight charges. The farmers 
were to pay 26 cents a bushel for the 
com. One would think that almost any 
one could raise |12 to get 60 bushels of 
com, but there were hundreds who 
could not. In this way the poor got 
none of the .state's donation. 

OI LMILL FIR I. 

MaM af Kattoaal UosMd OH Ooat#a«r at 
nqas^ O.^ Destivjrwd. 

PiquA, O., Feb. S7.— Early yesterday 
morning fire destroyed the W. P. Onr 
mill No. 9, belonging to the National 
Liuseud Oil company. It is thought 
that spontaneous combustion caused the 
fire. The mill had not been in opera- 
tion for several yean and was used as a 
storehouse for barley by the Piqua Malt 
company. Fifty thousand bushels of 
barley were destroyed. 

During the fire a wall fell, crushing a 
dwelling house owned by the street rail- 
WM" company. 

Just before the Qrr mill fire an alarm 
called the d('i>artment to the Leonard 
Daniels uilniili, but only slight damage 
was done there. 

Losses : Mill and machinery of the Na- 
tional plant, 146,000; insurance, $19,600; 
loss on barley, 9i2,500; insured.

The Great Floo<l Is a Thing of 
the l^ast 

R£AL DISTRESS IS PREVAILING. 



Kxtrnmo Cold Weather Is Addlos to the 
ItUoriM «^ XhOM Ttast H*t« Bmb Drlv- 
•n WiaM Their Boibm - lUtlef WtaMiMs 
B«ln( Aetlvely Poshed - Bit ilslISM AU 
Alone the Overflowed Itlver. 

OiNcftNNATi, Feb. 87.— The Ohio river 
at this point, after having reached 61 
feet and 2 inches, remained stationary 
for 18 honn aiid then bliigih falling 
slifwly, less tl|an half an inch an ho^. 
This is an unusual subsidence. The 
weathte has turned quite cold, tho mor- 
cni;y fklling from 86 to 17 degrees. , Some 
fear is fdt finr the houses on the river 
front, against which steamers and every 
description of minor craft are bumping 
with each fiuctuation of the waves. 

4t present th» oondttion of people 
driven from honiss tiy ^ fl06d is piti- 
able. With the nMroosy at 17 and 
steadily falling their suffering increases. 
Out-iidc of the regular charity organiza 
tion and the police force there has been 
no provision for the as.si8taiioo of fh( s< 
sufferers except such as is rendered by 
their immediate neighbors. 

Banning up the river .the village of 
California Is flooded. Its houses look 
like so many islands rising out of a sea. 
From Fort Thomas a grand view of thi.s 
flood can be had, uud it kx)ks appalling 
in extent, with farms flooded and farm- 
houses peering above the water. 

Coining down to the CMt corporation 
line of Cincinnati, the lint submergence 
is at Colnn\bia. From this point the 
submerged lowlands of the Little Miami 
rivej have tlie appoarauco of being the 
main river. Its vridth excee<ls that 
of the Ohio and it stretches northward 
as&iras the tif opn see. Very few 
farmhouses are in the luaml 1>ottoms, 
as they are subject to frequent over- 
flows. In Columbia many families are 
driven to upper stories, and many are 
driven dear out of their homes. 

At Pendleton, next below Columbia, 
the situation is still worse, owing to the 
greater extent of the submerged district. 
In both these suburban wards the flood 
invaded many factories and stopped 
work. 

Over in Newport the distress is great 
and many people are suffering. Not 
only the upper part of Newport, but 
that portion lying between the Ohio and 
Licking rivers, is seriously affected. 
Water from a few inches to six feet 
deep covers this region to within two 
squares of the courthouse. Grounds oc- 
cupied by the old Nowport bainokB are 
deep under water. 

In Covington, along the immediate 
river fhmt, houses are submerged, while 
further up town cellars are filled with 
water. Most of these huuscH are busi- 
ness, ware or store houses and factories. 
This condition exists along the wliole 
river front of Covington, while M West 
Covington a number of families are 
driven from their dwellings. 

Ludlow, Ky., and Bromley are in 
much worse condition than they Mere 
'H hours ago. Water covers the great 
dam at the Ludlow lagoon, and the sur- 
face of the lake and that of the river 
are united. How H break in this dam 
can be prevented when the waters sub- 
side is puzzling thoee who have a large 
amount of o^iital invested in that re* 

sort. 

At the western extremity of the city, 
beginning with North Bend and coming 
up through Coal City, Addyston, Fern 
Bank, Rivenide, Delhi, Secbmsville and 
Storrs township at the month of Mill- 
cTcek, then) is an unbroken scene of 
dejiolation and distress, homes vacated, 
people fed from boats in upper stories 
of houses, shops and factories silenced, 
river boats carrying provisions and mov- 
ing goods snd famUies, wagons with 
horses midside deep in water rescuing 
the distressed. 

All along thfc river front of Cincin- 
nati, from Millcrcek to the Little Miami 
railroad depot, the water extends in 
most places to Second street, and in 
some places nearly to Pearl street, 
while it floods nearly all Pearl street cel- 
lars. This di.strict includes nearly all the 
commission hnu.Nes, nil tho coal ele- 
vators except <nir, and many factories, 

But the greatest loss damage and in- 
convenience in Oinciunuti were in Mill 
Creek valley, from the Ohio river to 
Oamminsville, a distance of Vx miles. 
Several railroed'f mn through thi.s val- 
ley and thev are lined with great fac- 
tories. In the upper part of thevulliy 
are numerous gordeuK, whose total de- 
■tructicm has fUready been noted. Near 
the many shops and factories an hum- 
ble dwelling In which opsrat i ves live, 
.very many of whom hat« bMB driven 
from their homes. 

All tlie railroads in this valley ar»on 
grades above water. Nevertheless a 
Big Four switch engine yesterday went 
clear down out of sight on a sid^ track 
by the washing »way pjf the flll beneath 
the tracks. The engineer and fireman 
laved themselves by jumping and 
iwimmiug oat to the fill in the rear. 

Electric car oommunioation is cut off, 
but transfers are mode through the 
water by horse oai-s. At the Suspension 



biidge in Cincinnati transfen hare to 
be made by horse cars in the same way. 
In Oindnnati, Covington, Newport 

and all the other towns on 14 miles of 
Cincinnati river front, all available 
hoats, launches, skiffs and yawls are in 
u.se every hour, day uiid night, in ad- 
ministering relief. 

The humane society has given refuge 
to hundreds of dogs, which it will hidd 
to be claimed by ownen after the flood. 

All points atiove hern report the river 
falling fa,st. Immediately below Cin- 
cinnati 1^ is either stationary or reced- 
ing slowly.

New York, Feb. 27.— R G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says : 
tienuiue improvement in business does 
not come with a rush, like the breaking 
of a great dam. The growth for some 
weeks past has been more enconragiiig, 
because in nearly all lines it has been 
gradual and moderate. The rupture in 
the steel rail and other combinations in 
the irciU busines.s, ha;^ brou^lit out a 
viust (luaiitity of trade, which had been 
111 111 back and has s(<t many thousand 
men at work, while the slow but steady 
pain in oth(!r great industries lias given 
einploynient to many fliousand more, 
but tlie full Btrccts will not ajipear until 
tlie increased purchases by all these 
swell the distribution of goods. Meaii- 
wliile it is substantial ground for confi- 
dence tliat months wliicli were n^garded 
by many in tho money market with 
serious apprehensions have passed with- 
out disturbance and with steady gain in 
the position of the ooontiyand the 
treasury. 

The breaking of bonds which have re- 
stricted many branches of the iron in- 
dustry has been followed by an enor- 
mous increase in demand and in orders 
booked, and by the starting of many 
works. Nothing is yet settled about the 
price of lake ore for the coming season, 
but some expect for Mesaba the price of 
1895, while othen expect a lower price. 
The raoid increase in coke output in the 
Connellsville region, which is now over 
100,000 tons, oives prospect of moderate 
cost for fuel, ana the addition of im- 
portant furnaces to the producing ca- 
pacity preventa a laig* rise in Bessemer 
pig, which hoH, nevertheless, advanced 
10 cents at Pittsburg with increasing 
demand. Purchases of roils, estimated 
at 1,000,000 tons within two weeks, 
whereas the prodnotion last year was 
1,102,892 tons, and the sales said to be 
only 800,000, ensure employmetit for the 
works far ahead, and eiuitem worln are 
taking desirable oontraots at 918 per 
ton. 

Ban aro nnohimged, but orden for 
000 oan hy one railway, with numerous 
othen, increase the demand, and plates 
are required for two great elevatcn at 
Chiosga Important oontraots for ex- 
port oontinne, and American maken 
undersell foreign in tin plates by 70 
cents, and ore selling cotton ties below 
7o cents, for which fl.lO was charged 
by importers a year ago. 

Witn less rapidity but yet steadily, 
other industries gaining. Although 
brown 4-yard sheetings are on eishth 
lower, and print cloths a sixteenth low- 
er, it is found that several cottcn mills 
have started, not covered by the restric- 
tion as to print cloth works, wh.ch is 
carried out. Increasing demand has also 
started quite a number of w(K)len mills, 
including umuy making dress goods and 
hosiery. 

The demand for mta's woolens is also 
somewhat better, especially for heavy- 
weights, and there ore improving sales 
of better qualities. Sales of wool have 
been 88,817,200 poiuids in four weeks, 
agfdnst '2 J,!lfi(i,K0O in the largest previous 
year, and the great establishments 
arti believed to have suppliinl their jio.s- 
sible wants for some months ahead, a 
single purchaso of 1,.SOO,(X)0 pounds 
South American cn)88-bred being tho 
most important noted this week. 

Wheat enjoyed a brief rise, then 
dropped over H cents, and ('loscd 2 
cents lower for the week. While west- 
ern receipt.s arc 40 \yer (rent smaller tliati 
last year, for the pa«t four weeks Atlan- 
tic exiiorts, tlour included, in the same 
weeks have been t!,!U0,4ir) bushels, 
against 7,043,577 last year, and the ex- 
ports of corn have been 8,4;!5,5r)2 busli- 
eh), againt 4,196, 2.S2 last year. The in- 
crease in corn more than makes up in 
foreign consumption for the decrease in 

wheat.

B<'tter reports of manufaf^turing in Eng- 
land and the starting of some mills here 
give lioiMi of better oemaiid

Winter lor United ttelaa flenetor, is oot 

in a strong denial that he is to withdraw 
from the Senatorial race in exchange tor 
some fat office to be given him by Presi- 
dent McKinley. Mr. Hunter said Thurs- 
day : 

"The whole thing ia a fabrication for a 
purpose. My position is aa well known 
at Canton aa It is in Republican circles in 
Kentucky. I am a candidate for Senator 
and for nothing else. And more than 
that, I have Manrances of snpport from 

enough members of the Le^i.xlntnre to 
make me the eaucua nominee of my 
party for that office. In such circum- 
stances, why should I retire from the 
race? How could I do ao in justipe to 
myself or to my friends? Thirty-six 
votes will be neceaaary in a full caucus to 
nominate, and I can count abaolutely on 
forty-three. We are entitled in Kentucky 
to the regular party procedure. A cau- 
cus hi such contests is the rale, end the 
majority vote binds." 

"If the Legislature ia called together in 
extra session, then, yon will be • oandi* 
date before it to soooeed Mr. Blaokbnm 
in the Senate ?" 

"I will. You nan not state that too 
emphatic. I have every reason to feel 
that 1 am the choice of a very large ma- 
jority of my party at home for the Sena- 
torahip, and I shall hold myself subject 
to their commands.

The national shows held by the Na- 
tional 'Board of Trade of Cycle Manufac- 
turers are a reliable index of the bicycle 
industry. Those held in Chicago and 
New York, which have Jnit been brought 
to a elope, reflect more tlian any of their 
predecessors the ei;onomic importance of 
this business, which has now grown to 
such vast pioportions. Few, evn of thi* 
moat careful observers, appreciate the po- 
aitfon it haa obtaim-d fur itself in the 
ranka of industrial enterprises. A care- 
ful survey of the exhiliits at the New 
York show disclosed many intereetiog 
facta. 

First, that the bicycle Itself haa reached 

that stage in its development where it 
has assumed a standard of design in ap- 
pearanoe, shape, weight, proportion of 
parts and the printripl. s of steering, pro- 
pulsion and weight-carrying that soenis 
to have put it beyond the danger of inno- 
vation and unripeexperimentution. This 
fact has been brought out by the almost 
total absence of freaks of construction at 
the shows. There baa usually been a 
straggling army of these hanging upon

Another thing that has added to the 
stability of the business is the unques- 
tioned admission ot the bicycle to the list 
of everyday necesaitiea. Its largest duty 
is not as a contributor to sport and pas- 
time; it is a factor in the econoinicH of 
everyday life. Furnishing as it does the 
most concrete form of Individual rapid 
trannit, it lias bccoine indispensable to 
all its devotees, who are found in every 
walk in life. 

The bicycle a few years ago uaed to be 
sold to the youth. To-day some of the 
laifeat customers are corporations and 
governments, who buy them for their 
messengers, inspectors, policemen and 
lettercarriers. This haa oontribnted to 
the tone of the trade.

A statistician has worked out the total 
weekly mileage of all the oydiata In the 
world at 900,0(X),000 miles, and dares those 
who disbelieve it to check his figures.

The inventors seem to be as bnay as 
ever. The number of patenta eaeh week 

seem to increase rather than decrease, as 
one would expect at this time of the year. 
Brakea, aaddlea, repair outfits and stands 
appear to be most in the minds of those 
seeking fortunes through the medium of 
the Patent Office. Once in a while some 
slight improvement is suggested for the 
frame or bearings of a bicycle, but the 
wheel of to-day is apparently so near a 
state of perfection that improvements 
are scarce, indeed. 

Somebody with a fondness for figures 
shows the large increase in the bicycle 
buainesa in the following paragraph : 
Prior to 1885, there were but six bicycle 
foetoriea in this country. In that year 
there were 11,000 maehhiea turned ont. 
Five years later there were seventeen 
factories with an output of 40,000 wheels. 
In 1894 the factoriea increased rapidly, 
and 125,000 machinea were turned out. 
A year later the production waa 600,000 
and the number of factories more than 
500, none of which turned out leaa than 
1,000 wheels a year. The capitallnveated 
in these large factories is a big sum, and 
the eatimate of the output for the present 
year ia not lesa than 1.000,000 wheels, 
valued at $6 0,000.000. ^

TREATY R EAP AT CARACAS. 

It Is New Believed That President Crespo 
Will Gain the Day. 

New York, Feb. 27.— A ipecial to 
The Herald from Caracas, Venezuela, 
aaja : The metttge of Presidont Orespo 
on the boundary line treaty negotiated 
by tho Ujiitcd States with England has 
been read to tlie Veuozutlau congress. 
Tlu> nio.ssagp is in fivvor of the treaty in 
all its points and asks congren to give 
first coQsideratiaa to the pr^bool.

Senor Miolielena's 
recent virulent attack on the United 
States and his declimition that Secre- 
tary Oliiey liad entered into a conspir- 
acy \vitli England against Vttiaraela 
have had little effect here.
